= * [] Pon the News of the Prince of Orange's Approach, and the general Retreatand 
yoing over-of the King's Forces, anextraordinary Council was held at hite- 
hall on Monday laſt, where, it is ſaid, the Lord Chancellor was preſent : Bur per- 
ceiving his Caſe deſperate, andthe King's [ntereſt not capable vf ſupporting him, he,

Opportunity in a Diſguiſe, contrary to hts tormer florid Equipage. However, he car- 
ry'd it not ſo ſecretly, but thoſe whe prycaints luch Afﬀairs,underſtanding a great quan- 
tity of Treaſure, and other thing: of Value were ſtowed in aVeſlel lying near theRi- 
ver fide, it gave fuſpicicn that {. metting more than ordinary was Intended. Inſomuch, 
that ſuſpeting 1t a Fright no ways conventent for ſuch a Veſſel, it being ſaid co be 
a'Collicr, ſpoke ſo loud, that it came in Queſtion. And thereupon they apply d them- 
| felves to the Officers proper co that purpole;toArreſt and Stay the {aid Vellel,till a fur- - 
ther Account could be givea, &nd chought was not ſpeedily done, norwithout fur: 
ther Application, yer upon Search it was plainly perceived, that no ordinary Perſon 
was concerned therein. However he had Notice, as ir is conjectured, or at leaſt ſuſ- 
peRed a Search, and Retired in Diſguiſe, toa Houſe in Hope and Anchor Alley in Wap. 
ping where, by the Vigilance of the Netghbours, he was this Day diſcovered thro vgh
